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REMARKS 

Claims 1-38 were pending in the application. In the foregoing amendments, Claims 1-6, 
8 11 14 17-18 21-22, 25, 31-32, 34-35, and 37 have been amended. Claims 12-13, 23-24, 27- 
30 33 36 and 38 have been canceled without prejudice and disclaimer to the subject matters 
disclosed therein. New Claims 39-45 have been added. Support for these amendments can be 
found in the specification and claims of the application as filed. No new matter has been added 
by these amendments. 

Applicants respectfully request entry of the foregoing amendments and reconsideration of 
the application in light of the amendments above and the remarks below.

The Office Action stated that the title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title was 
required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

While Applicants tried to accommodate the Examiner's request for a more specmc Mle, 
Applicants submh that the title of the application as filed reflects the breath of the invention to 
which the claims are directed. Applicants respectfully request that the Exammer reconsider the 
original title. \

The Office Action rejected Claims 17, 18. 29, and 30 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragmph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and dtstinctly claim the subject 
matter which Applicants regard as the invention.
